MT. BALDY — A Cal Poly professor of elec­ 
tronics was killed by a falling boulder while hiking 
up a trail to go skiing here Sunday. 
The victim was Howard K. Klebsch, 48, of 1162 
Quince Ave., Upland. 
Deputy Coroner Bill Hill said the accident hap­ 
pened near the S # Antonio Fa 
about 500 feet 
above the Sierra Club Cabins, after 7 a.m. 
Hill said Klebsch and Clifford Finley Jr. of 695 
W Delaware Dr., Claremont, drove to the parking 
lot near the falls at about 7 a.m. on their way up 
to the skiing area. Both were carrying skis. 
About 500 feet above the cabins, Finley was walk­ 
ing some 30 feet in front of Klebsch when he heard 
a groan, turned and saw a rock about a foot in 
diameter traveling through the air. 
Klebsch then fell to the snow and slid 50 feet down 
the side of the trail before Finley could reach him. 
Finley tried mouth-to-mouth resuscitation to no 
avail. With the help of about five other hikers who 
stopped to help, Finley moved the body three- 
fourths of a mile down the trail until they could 
go no farther. 
David Hitchcock, 14, of Huntington Beach was 
sent by the party down the trail to summon help. 
The boy hitched a ride to the Snowcrest Lodge and 
called the West End sheriff’s substation at 11:22 
a.m. 
Members of the San Bernardino search and res­ 
cue team were summoned and they brought the 
body out at about 6:30 p.m. 
The body was taken to Stone Funeral Home in 
Upland, where funeral arrangements are pending. 
Hill said an autopsy will be held to determine the 
exact cause of death. 
The rock struck Klebsch on the right side of the 
chest, Hill said. 
Sheriff Sgt. Leo Lewis said heavy rains have 
washed dirt from behind many of the rocks in the 
Mt. Baldv area and the warmer weather has re­ 
leased the moisture that has held them in place. 
It was not known how far the rock had tumbled 
down the embankment. 
Klebsch’s official title at Cal Poly was assistant 
professor in the electrical-electronics department. 
Colleagues said Klebsch had an intense interest 
in mountaineering and was to have become faculty 
sponsor for the Mountaineering Club on campus. 
Klebsch received his bachelor of science degree 
in engineering at Cal Poly, San Luis Obispo in 
1952. Between then and 1965 when he joined the 
local state college, he worked for three private 
firms as an engineer: General Dynamics Pomona, 
between 1955 and 1965; General Telephone in Spo­ 
kane, Wash., in 1954 and 1955; and Douglas Air­ 
craft in Long Beach between 1952 and 1954.

Navy Task Force Off Korea 
Cut to Only Eight Vessels 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Navy task force which was as­ 


signed to defend U.S. reconnais­ 


sance planes off Korea has been 
cut from an original 29 to only 


eight vessels, the Pentagon dis­ 


closed today. 


Remaining elements of the 
Task Force 71 include the at­ 
tack aircraft carrier Enterprise 
and seven destroyer-type ships 
which are now redeployed from 
the Sea of Japan, where they 
first were assigned, to an area 
south southwest of Korea. 


Pentagon spokesman 
Daniel 
Z. Henkin said the eight remain­ 
ing ships of the task force are 
now located “ in the Yellow Sea- 
East China Sea area. 


“ Other 
ships 
that 
were 
formed with the task force are 
either now in port or heading 


for port in Japan and the Philip­ 
pines,’’ Henkin said. 
As to whether the task force is 
still protecting unarmed Navy 
EC121s like the one which was 
shot down by North Korean on 
April 15, Henkin would only say 
that the remaining naval group 
is 
“ conducting 
missions 
as­ 
signed to it.” 
Henkin would not confirm re­ 
ports that the main source of 
protection for EC121 flights will 
now be U.S. jet fighter squad­ 
rons based in South Korea. He 
did not deny that an additional 
F4 Phantom squadron has been 
sent to South Korea since the 
EC121 crisis. 
At least three other F4 Phan­ 
tom squadrons went to South 
Korea in a beefing-up of U.S. air 
power there after the North Ko­ 
reans 
seized 
the 
intelligence 
ship Pueblo. 


Henkin gave no explanation 
as to why the remaining eight 
ships had been pulled out of the 
Sea of Japan. He said he had no 
information at the moment as to 
whether other ships, not as­ 
signed to the task force, may be 
operating in the Sea of Japan. 
For the moment, Task Force 
71 consists of the Enterprise, 
and seven destroyer types, the 
Sterrett, Dale, McCormick, Per­ 
ry, Rowan, Stoddert and O’Ban- 
non. 
Henkin indicated these ships 
might be replaced by others lat­ 
er on. 
Henkin also said the battle­ 
ship New Jersey is due to return 
to Long Beach, Calif., on May 5. 
The battleship was due to arrive 
home several days ago but had 
been diverted to the western Pa­ 
cific after the shooting down of 
the EC121.

ST. LOUIS (U PI) - Did you 
know that 10 to 15 per cent of 
a person’s daily calories is 
supplied by “ nibbles?” 
The St. Louis health depart­ 
ment says ‘‘this is not partic­ 
ularly bad, because food be­ 
tween meals helps some per­ 
sons get an adequate diet.” 
Some people have difficulty 
in eating all the calories they 
need in three meals. 
A health department spokes­ 
man said that eating between 
meals has become a well-es­ 
tablished c u s t o m especially 
among c h i l d r e n and teen­ 
agers. 
The suggestion is that food 


eaten between meals should be 
planned for and counted as 
part of the total amount eaten 
during the day. 
“ The average snack usually 
provides only calories, and if 
eaten too closely to mealtime 
can crowd out other important 
nutritious foods,” said the ex­ 
pert. ‘‘Eating snacks too close 
to meals may result in not 
only a bulging waistline, but 
also in signs of poor nutrition. 
‘‘Don’t give up snacks en­ 
tirely, even 
if you are a 
weight w a t c h e r,” said the 
health department. ‘‘Think of 
snacks as a part of your day’s 
food . . . subtract a dessert

SACRAMENTO — Failure of the state to sell its 
general obligation bonds because of rising market 
rates is endangering the continued construction of 
the State Water Project, Assemblyman John Quim- 
by, D-72nd Dist., said today. 
The lawmaker said existing law prohibits the 
state from selling its water and school bonds at 
higher than five percent interest. 
“ As a result, the bond buyers who are now de­ 
manding interest rates up to six per cent are snub­ 
bing California’s water and school bonds,” he said. 
Quimby said it is posing a dark picture for the 
State Water Project which has millions of dollars 
worth of water projects scheduled in San Bernardino 
County to bring Feather River water into the county. 
“ My colleague in the Senate, Gordon Cologne has 
introduced legislation to permit the Legislature to 
increase the interest rate to six per cent,” Quimby 
said. “ I intend to support the measure when it 
reaches the Assembly.” 
Quimby said state water funds will be depleted 
this fall and unless the bonds are sold, no funds 
will be forthcoming and the state’s water plan will 
come to a halt. 
“ We cannot allow this to happen,” he said. “ The 
public in good conscience approved the bonds for 
the water project and it is up to the Legislature to 
see that the bonds are sold and the many water 
projects are completed.” 
Quimby said, while the state has $7.5 million 
available for initial work on the Devil Canyon 
Powerplant northwest of San Bernardino, there still 
is a substantial amount needed from future bond 
sales to complete the total water project in San Ber­ 
nardino County.

The damage resulted in 
massive foot injuries including 
numerous broken bones.

Inflation Gnaws 
At Savings Bonds 


Suppo se the deal were put as fo llo ws: De­ 
po sit y o ur mo ney with us, let us use it fo r 
10 y ears and at the end o f that time we'll 
g iv e y o u back so mething less, may be a lo t 
less, than 10 0 per cent o f what y o u depo sited. 
Takers, o bv io usly , wo uld be hard to find 
and no financial o rg anizatio n interested in 
attracting lo o se mo ney wo uld think o f o ffer­ 
ing such disadv antag eo us terms. 
N e i t h e r 
wo uld the U. S. Treasury . But it is, in ef­ 
fect. the deal inv esto rs in U. S. sav ing s 
bo nds are receiv ing . 
The g o v ernment is no t, o f co urse, deliber­ 
a te ly defrauding citizens. The v illain is in­ 
flatio n. currently chewing into the do llar’s 
real v alue at a 4 .7 per cent annual rate. It 
do esn’t take an ex pert in eco no mics to rec­ 
o g nize that at this rate, sav ing s bo nds, at 
4.2 5 per cent fo r series “ E ” and “ H.” are 
o bv io usly lo sing g ro und in the inflatio nary 
spiral. 
And to the Treasury ’s increasing co ncern, 
sav ers are beco ming increasing ly aware o f 
the situatio n. Fo r the first quarter o f this 
y ear, mo re sav ing s bo nds were cashed in than 
so ld—a net o v erflo w o f $6 1 millio n in Janu­ 
ary , $1 3 millio n in February and a reco rd 
$78 millio n in March. Sho uld redemptio ns 
co ntinue to ex ceed sales, the Treasury co uld 
find itself in a real pay ments pinch after 
June 3 0 , when the annual budg etary do l­ 
drums set in. 
One way o ut wo uld be to raise the inter­ 
est rate, set by Co ng ress, to so mething like 
the return the small inv esto r can ex pect 
fro m priv ate institutio ns, currently aro und 
5 per cent fro m sav ing s and lo an asso cia­ 
tio ns and mutual sav ing s banks. The admin­ 
istratio n is repo rted co nsidering such a 
mo v e. 
But it wo uld be o nly partial and tempo ­ 
rary ’ at best. Co ng ress already has raised 
the interest rate fiv e times since 19 41, when 
the o rig inal “ E ” bo nds returned 2 .9 per cent. 
The latest bo o st, fro m 4.15 to 4.2 5 per cent, 
came as recently as last June. 
Curbing inflatio n is the o nly satisfacto ry 
so lutio n. Until the ero sio n o f the do llar’s 
real v alue is bro ug ht under co ntro l, the g o v ­ 
ernment will co ntinue to o iler a po o r deal 
to millio ns o f its citizens. Neither they no r 
the g o v ernment can affo rd it.

Thursday ’s co nference 
thus was to anno unce the first step in the 
co nsummatio n o f IHC’s mo v e to Claremo nt 
to beco me affiliate o f the Claremo nt Co l­ 
leg es. 
The inv itatio n to Immaculate Heart, a 
Catho lic co lleg e, to relo cate with the no n- 
sectarian cluster o f Claremo nt Co lleg es at­ 
tracted natio nal attentio n when it was an­ 
no unced three \ears ag o . 
It was seen as a brand new interpreta­ 
tio n o f America’s traditio nal co mmitment 
to pluralism in hig her educatio n spring ing 
fro m the ecumenical spirit o f o ur times.

A mother w r i t e s that her 
daughter, age 1, wakes up cry ­ 
ing loudly three or four times 
ev ery night. She has tried eg- 
noring it, holding the child and 
giv ing her milk or water but 
nothing seems to help. This has 
been going on since the child 
was 5 months old. She is other­ 
wise happy and healthy . 


Going to sleep when put to 
bed, 
then waking up cry ing, 
usually starts with a bad cold, 
earache or teething but when it 
persists for s e v e n months or 
more it is a habit aimed at get­ 
ting attention. If y ou can be 
sure the child isn’t cold,,hungry , 
thirsty or in pain it is best to 
ignore the cry ing. This will be 
rough for a few nights but she 
will soon learn that nothing is to 
be gained by t h e s e outbursts 
and she will stop.

Inflation Gnaws 
At Savings Bonds 


Suppose the deal were put as follows: De­ 
posit your m o n e y with us. let us use it for 
10 sears and at the end of that time we'll 
give sou back something less, maybe a lot 
less, than 100 per cent of what sou deposited. 
Takers, obviously, would be hard to find 
and no financial organization interested in 
attracting loose money would think of offer­ 
ing such disadvantageous terms. N e i t h e r 
would the U. S. Treasury*. But it is. in ef­ 
fect, the deal investors in U. S. savings 
bonds are receiving. 
The government is not. of course, deliber­ 
ated defrauding citizens. The villain is in­ 
flation. currently chewing into the dollar's 
real value at a 4.7 per cent annual rate. It 
doesn't take an expert in economies to rec­ 
ognize that at this rate, savings bonds, at 
4.25 per cent for series “ E " and “ H,” are 
obviously losing ground in the inflationary 
spiral. 
And to the Treasury ’s increasing concern, 
savers are becoming increasingly aware of 
the situation. For the first quarter of this 
year, more savings bonds were cashed in than 
sold—a net overflow of S6 1 million in Janu­ 
ary, $13 million in February and a record 
$78 million in March. Should redemptions 
continue to exceed sales, the Treasury could 
find itself in a real payments pinch after 
June 30, when the annual budgetary dol­ 
drums set in. 
One way out would be to raise the inter­ 
est rate, set by Congress, to something like 
the return the small investor can expect 
from private institutions, currently around 
5 per cent from savings and loan associa­ 
tions and mutual savings banks. The admin­ 
istration is reported considering such a 
move. 
But it would be only partial and tempo­ 
rary at best. Congress already has raised 
the interest rate five times since 19 41. when 
the original “ E ” bonds returned 2.9 per cent. 
The latest boost, from 4.15 to 4.25 per cent, 
came as recently as last June. 
Curbing inflation is the only satisfactory 
solution. Until the erosion of the dollar’s 
real value is brought under control, the gov­ 
ernment will continue to ofier a poor deal 
to millions of its citizens. Neither they nor 
the government can afford it.

As We See It 
THE NAME OF CROSBY will join the 
names of distinguished philanthropists whose 
names grace the halls of ivy at the Claremont 
Colleges. 
At a press conference Thursday on the 
campus of Immaculate Heart College, Mrs. 
Bing Crosby announced that she and her 
singer husband were contributing SI million 
to make possible the signing of a contract 
to incorporate IHCs science facilities in the 
Harvey 
Mudd College 
science 
complex 
which goes into construction in Claremont 
this summer. 
The donation from Mr. and Mrs. Crosby 
represents the largest single gift in Immacu­ 
late Heart’s history . Thursday’s conference 
thus was to announce the first step in the 
consummation of IHC’s move to Claremont 
to become affiliate of the Claremont Col­ 
leges. 
The invitation to Immaculate Heart, a 
Catholic college, to relocate with the non- 
sectarian cluster of Claremont Colleges at­ 
tracted national attention when it was an­ 
nounced three years ago. 
It was seen as a brand new interpreta­ 
tion of America's traditional commitment 
to pluralism in higher education springing 
from the ecumenical spirit of our times. It 
contains the possible promise of a new role 
of influence for the nation's denominational 
schools. 
In the three intervening years, America 
has experienced widespread student dissatis­ 
faction with bigness in colleges and univer­ 
sities, yet an increasing discomfort with the 
idea of separateness or exclusivity as a con- 
commitant of educational excellence. There 
has been a tightening economic squeeze on 
colleges and universities, felt most severely 
by smaller independent colleges without a 
wealthy alumni. 
Now, in Immaculate Heart's move, many 
of America’s strong, independent, and non­ 
sectarian colleges also see their own new 
lease on a continuing vigorous life. 
Clusters of colleges must be the trend of 
the future. Such clusters will accommodate 
the idea of a small, private, highly indi­ 
vidual college in a time of tight money and 
spiralling operational costs, in the face of 
the opposing drives for both diversity and 
a single-purpose community, in a growing 
aversion to elitism. 
Now the special twists given to the con­ 
cept of clustering colleges by Immaculate 
Heart’s move to affiliate an established col- 
lege with an existing group, a denominational 
college with non-sectarian schools may be­ 
come the prototype in the private sector of 
American higher education. 
With the announcement of IHC’s signing 
of a contract to construct its Crosby Hall 
of Science as part of the new Harvey Mudd 
science complex, the move will have begun.

Recall Russ 
Ships Seized 
By Ghana 


Now is a good time to recall 
tha.. last autumn, the tiny Afri­ 
can nation of Ghana seized two 
Russian “ fishing ships 
off the 
Ghanian coast. 
The vice chairm an of Ghana's 
ruling National Liberation Coun­ 
cil said at the time it was an in­ 
teresting coincidence that these 
two ships h a p p e n e d to be 
in Ghanian waters at a time 
when there was active under­ 
ground 
plotting to bring 
pro- 
Communist 
Kwame 
Nkrumah, 
the form er president, back into 
power. 
As 
the 
vice 
chairm an 
well 
knew, 
the Soviet 
Union regu­ 
larly uses its far - ranging fish­ 
ing fleet for espionage and for 
assisting local undergrounds. 
Moscow 
protested 
diplo­ 
m atically. It shut off shipments 
of petroleum. 
But though the Soviet Union 
thus sought vigorously to have 
the ships and men immediately 
released, neither Moscow's ex­ 
hortations nor its veiled threats 
had any effect on the Africans. 


As one specialist who watched 
the whole procedure from begin­ 
ning to end puts it. “ The Ghan- 
lans look their own sweet time. 
They held the Russian ships, 
the two captains and the crew­ 
men for months while they con­ 
ducted a complete investigation 
and brought the m atter to court. 
Finally — but not until they 
had 
satisfied 
them selves 
the 
Russians were not, in fact, con­ 
nected with this particular plot 
to help Nkrumah back to power 
— they fined the two captains 
for being within the 12 - mile 
limit and released them, their 
ships and crews. 
The captains and crews were 
not released, in fact, until this 
March. 


Now Ghana is much sm aller 
and weaker than North Korea. 
At 
last 
count 
the 
population 
stood at eight million. Its mili­ 
tary' forces are estim ated at 17.- 
000. 
with 
a 
reserve 
Workers 
Brigade of 7,500. 
The Ghanian 
navy has two 
corvettes, three m inesweepers, 
a training ship and a new frigate 
either at hand or on the way. 
The Ghanian Air Force has 17 
transports, 17 helicopters, a com­ 
munications unit of six planes 
and some training planes at its, 
flying school. 
Russia certainly did not have 
to fear that Britain or the United 
States w o u l d rush to defend 
Ghana m ilitarily. 
Yet the Russians were frus­ 
trated. 
There's 
no 
doubt 
North 
K orea’s capture of the Pueblo, 
the torture of its crew and the 
subsequent shooting down of a 
U.S. Navy reconnaissance plane 
with 31 lives lost were far more 
serious m atters than the taking 
of the 
Soviet 
fishing 
vessels, 
even though they were of a type 
the Russians frequently use for 
espionage. 
Nevertheless, 
t h i s 
incident 
dem onstrates how the Russians, 
who 
invaded 
Czechoslovakia, 
find them selves frustrated when 
chal'enged by a tiny nation half 
a continent away.

The Balance of Power 


MARQUIS CHILDS 
University and College Officials 
Study Containing Campus Revolts 


Some 200 regents and trustees 
responsible for governing uni­ 
versities and colleges with 
a 
m ajority of 
the 
nation’s 
stu­ 
dents are meeting here to con­ 
sider how to contain the cam ­ 
pus revolt and at the sam e time 
insure the freedom of the aca­ 
demic community. It is a bit 
like trying to square the circle. 
These men and women rep­ 
resenting their respective insti­ 
tutions at the 
annual confer­ 
ence of the Association of Gov­ 
erning 
Boards 
are 
acutely 
aw are of the gathering storm. 
They know that profound chang­ 
es must com e in higher educa­ 
tion to meet student and facul­ 
ty 
dem ands. 
Yet 
they 
know, 
that legislatures—not to mention 
taxpayers—that must appropri­ 
ate funds for the great state uni­ 
versities are in revolt against 
the excesses they see reflected 
in the headlines. 
A threatening equation is writ­ 
ten 
large on the blackboard: 
disruption, 
violence, 
and 
de­ 
struction of property equal more 
political intervention in the aca ­ 
demic 
community. 
Fire 
that 
professor 
for 
talking 
radical 
stuff, the legislature says. And 
if you can’t keep those students 
under control you’re going to 
find your funds cut off. This fits 
in perfectly with the drive for 
economy reflecting the pinch of 
ever-rising taxes. 


One question put to the con­ 
ference is whether the govern­ 
ing boards should try to estab­ 
lish a national standard for cop­ 
ing with students, the minority 
of extrem ists, who destroy and 
disrupt by force and violence. 
Should they be punished under 
the laws of the land as would 
an ordinary violator? Or does 
the sanctity of 
the 
academ ic 
community make them immune 
from the punishment meted out 
to the law breaker on the out­ 
side? 
There are no easy answ ers. 
One 
problem is 
to determ ine 
what authority is to p ass on the 
accused 
within 
the 
academ ic 
community. That gets down to

the student demand for shared 
as against 
imposed 
authority. 
A student facing suspension or 
expulsion for g o i n g beyond 
peaceable 
demonstration 
and 
protest, as defined in a code of 
conduct, would have a hearing 
before a board made up of rep­ 
resentatives of students, faculty 
and adm inistration. 
But expulsion under the draft 
as presently operating w o u l d 
m ake the individual liable to be 
called for service in a w ar which 
is one of the chief sources of 
student protest. This is a sensi­ 
tive nerve troubling authority at 
every level. 


The. 
trustees, 
and. 
regents 
know only too well that they are 
the scapegoats for the ills of a 
society 
in 
turbulent 
change. 
They did not generate the edu­ 
cation expulsion which has seen 
most institutions of higher learn­ 
ing. certainly those publicly sup­ 
ported, 
swollen 
to 
almost-un- 
m anageable size. Yet they are 
under unremitting pressure to 
fit the unwieldy m ass into a 
fram e designed for another and 
more restricted time. 
Two significant and little un­ 
derstood facts em erge in the 
discussion here. One is the way 
in which many institutions have 
kept ahead of student dem ands 
and have thereby beaded off 
the kind of uprising engineered 
by a sm all minority intended to 
draw in the m oderates against 
repressive authority. Yale un­ 
der the adm inistration of King­ 
man Brewster is an outstand­ 
ing exam ple. 
Even less well known is how 
com paratively 
few 
institutions 
have had incidents that m ade 
sensational headlines. Not more 
than perhaps 40 colleges and 
universities out of a total of 
more than 2,000 have had blow­ 
ups that got onto national tele­ 
vision. 


Yet the shock wave from each 
incident ripples through the en­ 
tire academ ic community and 
has 
its 
echoes 
in 
legislative 
halls. At the University of M is­ 


souri 
in Columbia, Mo., they 
have had no violence or disrup­ 
tion and only the most minor 
brushes with authority. But in 
the prevailing atm osphere what 
would have once been called a 
rally—a vigorous talk-in w i t h 
every viewpoint represented at 
a m ass meeting in the plaza be­ 
fore the university's historic col­ 
umns—was dubbed a riot. As 
with the prominence given civil- 
rights dem onstrators, the news 
media gets no little blam e from 
authority for the shock waves 
reverberating across the land. 
As it was put by the president 
of a large university which has 
had its full share of turbulence: 
“ We are doing a great many 
exciting and constructive things 
here. But the only time the re­ 
porters and the television cam ­ 
eras show up is when a few hun­ 
dred students have invaded an 
adm inistration building or have 
trapped the recruiters for Dow 
Chemical or the CIA.” 


The underlying discontent and 


frustration on the part of both 


students and faculty are deeper 


than the surface m anifestations. 


It is a discontent with the nar­ 


row term s and- the mac'ninelike 
quality of higher education in 
America. President Howard R. 
Bowen of the University of Iowa 
expressed this with rem arkable 
candor in a recent speech: 
“ The university has unwitting­ 
ly become a handmaiden of the 
established order and finds its 
main purpose in training profes­ 
sionals to serve it and in car­ 
rying on research and service 
to support and perpetuate it . . . 
T h e 
university’s 
involvement 
with the established order robs 
it of its role and its contribution 
as disinterested critic of society 
and thereby reduces its capacity 
for liberal education.” 
That is what a lot of students 
have been saying with varrving 
degrees of fury. And it is this 
accusation and how to respond 
to it that the troubled repre­ 
sentatives of authority are try­ 
ing to sort out.

U. S. Mobilizes Naval 
Forces Around World 


Whether it be called a “ Cold 
w ar” or a “ near hot w ar,” the 
United States is currently en­ 
gaged in the largest mobiliza­ 
tion of its naval 
forces 
since 
19 50. This is taking place in 
three dangerous areas — The 
M editerranean, 
the 
F ar 
East 
and Southeast Asia. 
Am erica and its NATO allies 
today have more than 6 0 war­ 
ships and 300 airplanes carry­ 
ing on exercises off the coast of 
Sardinia in the M editerranean, 
while 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
has 
about the sam e number of ves­ 
sels — over half of them com­ 
bat ships — in these w aters. 
In the F ar E ast, the United 
States has sent a 
part 
of its 
fleet from Vietnam waters to 
the Sea of Japan so that 29 w ar­ 
ships, including 
four 
aircraft 
carriers, now are near the coast 
of Korea. 
Apart from the obligation to 
mobilize naval vessels in con­ 
nection with the shooting down 
of an American reconnaisance 
plane, the United States has a 
duty to protect the 56 ,000 troops 
it has in South Korea. For the 
last several months, North Kor­ 
ea has been threatening a mili­ 
tary' movement into South Kor­ 
ea. 
With a delicate situation such 
as faces the United States in 
Southeast Asia, the Middle East 
and in the vicinity of Korea, it 
is strange that inside this coun­ 
try 
many 
people, 
including 
m em bers of Congress, are talk­ 
ing about “ pulling out of Viet­ 
nam .” 
The 
Soviets 
outwardly 
are 
supposed to be helping to ach­ 
ieve some form 
of 
peace 
in 
Vietnam. But their real objec­ 
tive is to devise a formula to 
allow America to withdraw its 
troops and “ save face.” Back of 
this idea is the Communist hope 
of getting the kind of peace a g ­ 
reement 
w h i c h 
will 
enable 
North 
Vietnam 
to 
take 
over 
South Vietnam and thus give 
the Communists a victory. 
The Moscow government is for 
the 
moment 
much 
concerned 
about Israel’s skirm ishes with 
the Arabs, and wants to avoid 
a new outbreak 
of 
hostilities. 
“ Negotiation,” 
it 
is 
assum ed, 
would be 
more 
productive 
of 
Communist gains, or at 
least 
might keep the situation from 
building up. 
The Russians are glad that 
the United States is finding it 
necessary to withdraw some of 
its naval strength from Vietnam 
waters. This m ay have been one 
of the reasons the North Kor­ 


eans, inspired by Moscow, stir­ 
red up trouble in seizing the 
“ Pueblo” as well as in shooting 
down the reconnaissance plane. 


The delicate problem s in Eur­ 
ope have been com plicated by 
the uprisings in Czechoslovakia, 
which prompted the Russians to 
send in their occupying arm ­ 
ies. Moscow is anxious to tight­ 
en control over its satellites in 
Eastern Europe and doesn't look 
with favor on any reorganiza­ 
tion or enlargem ent of the for­ 
ces of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 


So on four fronts — Eastern 


Europe and NATO, the Middle 
E ast and the M editerranean, the 
war in Vietnam, and the con­ 
frontations in 
Korea, 
on land 
and sea — the Soviets are deep­ 
ly involved and doing their ut­ 
most to m ake it difficult for the 
United States to assure even a 
status quo, or stabilization of 
the existing situation. 


Plenty of Communist effort 
has been 
exerted 
to 
stir up 
troubles inside this country, and 
thereby to intensify the opposi­ 
tion to our governm ent’s mili­ 
tary preparations. The anit-bal- 
listic - m issile debate heartens 
the R ussians, as they believe it 
will force the adm inistration to 
agree not to build up its defen­ 
ses in the m issile field and will 
enable the Soviet Union to ach­ 
ieve a superiority 
in 
nuclear 
weapons. 


The United States naturally is 
looked upon as an instrumental­ 
ity for peace not m erely in the 
Middle E ast but in and around 
Korea. 
The 
American 
troops 
now stationed in 
South 
Korea 
are part of a U.N. arm y. The 
Allied force w as sent to Korea 
through a collective action un­ 
der the U.N. charter. 
It 
was 
voluntarily 
joined 
by various 
countries, including America. If, 
therefore, 
North 
Korea 
does 
anything drastic to bring about 
a resumption of the w ar against 
South Korea, the U.N. will have 
to take decisive steps, perhaps 
calling for more m ilitary and 
from m em ber countries. 


M ilitary and naval mobiliza­ 
tions do not necessarily mean 
that a war is 
inevitable, 
but 
several tim es in this century it 
has been the tragic result. If 
the meaning of American pol­ 
icy at this time could be ex­ 
plained clearly to the people, in­ 
cluding the dissidents, a unified 
country would have even more 
impact on the Russians than a 
redistribution of our naval for­ 
ces in far-off seas.
